Our Great Canal Project. 


On Monday last, Colonel Price, the very 
active representative from the Sixth District, 
introduced a bill to grant aid to that great 
national line, the Atlantic and Great Western 
Canal, which bill was read the second time, 
referred to the Committee on Commerce, and 
ordered to be printed. The bill provides that 
upon the completionfof each section, of ten 
or twenty miles, of the canal the Secretary 
of the Treasury be autldérized to endorse the 
guarantee of the United States Government for 
the payment of interest only, upon the bonds 
of said canal company to the extent of cighty 
thousand dollars per mile. These bonds are 
made payable in forty years, and the endorse- 
ment itself acts asa prior lien or mortgage 
upon the canal, with authority to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to take possession of 
work and apply its earnings to the payment 
ef said guarantee in case of failure on the 
part of the company to do so. 

A sinking fund is also provided for. This 
fund will pay off the entire debt in thirty- 
four years. This system, although new in 
this country, has been in successful operation 
in the British colonies for many years, and 
according to late reports made to the English 
Parliament, with the most satisfactory re- 
sults, They have been enabled, under 
its operations, to supply India with 
a system of first-class railroads, which have 
not only met their obligations promptly, but 


paying into the Treasury some fourteen mil- 
lions sterling. Colonel Price has with great 
pains and labor carfully examined into the 
working of this system, and after consulta- 
tion with many able and practical men in 
Congress, has drawn his bill accordingly. The
